genes Scott is the first college to publicly declare itself 
a “racism free zone,” according to Bahati Ansari, 
executive director of the National Racism Free 
Zone Project. 

The National Racism Free Zone Project is a nonprofit 
organization established by Ansari in 1984 as the result of 
her son’s personal experience with racism in an elementary 
school in Eugene, Ore. Last August, 30 ASC faculty, staff 
and students participated in a Racism Free Zone [RFZ] 
workshop led by Ansari on campus. 

The organization’s purpose is to “encourage groups to 
eliminate racism,” explains Ansari. “At the workshop we 
basically had a core group of people talking about racism 
and also becoming comfortable with one another. We dis- 
cussed the fact that racism is not just an Agnes Scott prob- 


lem but a world problem.”

NEW PACT OPENS DOOR FOR FREQUENT EXCHANGES BETWEEN ASC AND JAPANESE UNIVERSITY 


Imost as soon as the ink from Agnes Scott College 
President Ruth Schmidt's signature had dried on the 
formal agreement for an educational exchange 
between Agnes Scott College and Kinjo Gakuin Univer 
sity, Dean Sarah Blanshei packed the papers and was on her 
way to Nagoya, Japan, for the Oct. 15 signing ceremonies 
there. 

The document, which calls for “establishing scholarly 
exchange and cooperation” between the two institutions, 
opens the door to visits by faculty, students, alumnae and 
staff at each institution, as well as an exchange of informa- 
tion, collaborative research, lectures and symposia. 

It formalizes a relationship sought more than a decade 
ago when in August 1980, Yoshichika Watanabe, chancel- 
lor of Kinjo Gakuin, first visited Agnes Scott, among sev- 
eral Presbyterian campuses on their list for a potential Japa- 
nese/US exchange. Watanabe, in a letter summarizing the 
exchange agreement, noted that he was impressed with the 
curriculum and “Christian philosophy that permeated the 
core of the educational curriculum” at Agnes Scott. 

He had also been intrigued by the parallel growth of the 
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In response to challenges to “build a better community,” Agnes Sc 


two institutions. Both were founded in the same year by 
Presbyterians. Kinjo Gakuin (formerly Kinjo Women’s 
School), begun in 1889 with three students in the private 
residence of American Presbyterian Missionary Mrs. A. E. 
Randolph, is now an educational complex of 6,000 stu- 
dents and 650 staff providing education on the university, 
junior college, senior high, junior high and kindergarten 
levels. 

Both Agnes Scott and Kinjo Gakuin are women’s insti- 
tutions with substantial international programs. Both are in 
the midst of strategic planning processes. “In two years,” 
reports Blanshei, “they will face the demographic crisis we 
have been through recently. “ 

“We are forward-looking,” notes Blanshei. “That is what 
they want to be—in the fine traditions of the past, but for- 
ward-looking.” 

Already Kazunori Yokota, professor of English, visited 
Agnes Scott this past fall (see story, page 3). In the spring, 
Agnes Scott Chair of the Department and Professor of En- 
glish Linda Hubert will go to Japan. In January 1992, 22 
Agnes Scott students (led by Associate Professor of Art 


Terry McGehee), will visit Japan as part of the College's 
Global Awareness program. In return, ASC will provide 
a semester of tuition, room and board for two Japanese 
students. 

“The potential, I think, is that we will have a number 
of students from Kinjo Gakuin coming here,” says Blanshei. 
“In the second level of exchange, as many as are interested 
may come to Agnes Scott and pay for a semester of 
college.” 

It was during a quiet ceremony among a handful of 
College officials, in early October, that Schmidt signed the 
Agnes Scott portion of the agreement. In contrast, televi- 
sion coverage, Japanese and American flags, speeches— 
including Blanshei’s talk and slide presentation about 
Agnes Scott—and a reception at Kinjo Gakuin University 
surrounded the later ceremonial signing in Japan. It was an 
event which Blanshei says marks “the flowering of a rela- 
tionship that’s been growing for a long time.” 

Blanshei traveled in the place of Schmidt, who can- 
celled plans for the trip to undergo therapy for a treatable 
cancer. (See President’s column, page 2.) 
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hen I was asked by the 

Trustees to become 

President of Agnes Scott 
College, they were aware that | 
was not a member of the Presby- 
terian Church and they never 
indicated that I was expected to 
become a Presbyterian. They 
were, however, happy that my 
Christian faith means a great deal 
to me and that I see my profes- 
sional life in education as living 
out a Christian committment. 

Since there was no church in 
Atlanta of the denomination I 
belonged to in New England, it 
was a simple decision to seek a 
new church home in my new 
location within the Presbyterian 
circle. There were a number of 
congregations in this area with 
which I could gladly have affili- 
ated. The one I chose, North 
Decatur Presbyterian Church, has 
more than met my expectations 
as a church home. It has been a 
tremendous joy to be elected an 
elder of that congregation and to 
serve twice on the Session (an 
administrative body). 

In addition to being involved 
at the parish level, by virtue of 
Agnes Scott College’s member- 
ship in the Association of Presby- 
terian Colleges and Universities, 
I soon became active on the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of that group 
and from there was nominated to 
serve on the founding Committee 
on Higher Education of the re- 
united denomination known as 
the Presbyterian Church 
(U.S.A.). Through my work on 
the national level, | have learned 
a great deal about the Presbyte- 
rian Church and most specifically 
about its historic and continuing 
commitment to higher education. 
In this my fifth and final year, | 
am chairing the Committee on 


Higher Education through the 
General Assembly of 1992. 

One of the most fundamental 
things | have learned is that Pres- 
byterians founded colleges across 
this country for the benefit of the 
public, not just for Presbyterians. 
This is the heritage of Agnes 
Scott as well, and we have always 
accepted students of any faith or 
no faith to be a part of this com- 
munity. We do believe it’s impor- 
tant, and the Charter holds me 
responsible, to hire those faculty 
members and staff members who 
support the mission and purpose 
of the college. This does not rule 
out hiring those who are not 
Christians, but it does mean that 
it is important that in the persons 
living and working at Agnes 
Scott today there continues to be 
witness to the importance of

melding faith and learning at all 
stages of the educational process 
and in our lives. 

On the Committee on Higher 
Education I chose to be a mem- 
ber of the working group on glo- 
bal education. The purview of 
the Committee on Higher Educa- 
tion includes education in many 
countries, from primary schools 
through theological education, in 
institutions as diverse as women’s 
colleges in Japan, India, and Pa- 
kistan, primary and secondary 
schools in Ethiopia, Zaire and 
Cameroon, and seminaries in 
Colombia and Guatemala. 

Staff members at the Presbyte- 
rian headquarters in Louisville 
had worked out an itinerary for 
me for travel this fall to seven 
countries in Asia to visit quite a 
number of our Presbyterian-re- 
lated institutions starting with 
Kinjo Gakuin University in 
Nagoya with which we have just 
signed an exchange agreement. 
Unfortunately, the discovery that 
I have treatable cancer caused 
me, with the permission of the 
Board, to postpone the three- 
months leave they had granted 
me and to be here at home un- 
dergoing chemotherapy. | am 
sorry to miss this opportunity, but 
I do know that all things work 
together for good to those who 
love God and I can only receive 
some of the benefits of experienc- 
ing a slower life-style for a time. 
By the time you receive this | 
expect to be almost through with 
the prescribed treatment and | 
look forward to a return to full 
strength and health in the second 
semester. 

My final message is that if you 
are Presbyterian, use this opportu- 
nity to become acquainted with 
the report Loving God with our 
Minds, approved by the General 
Assembly last summer, and to re- 
stimulate your interest in this 
important aspect of Presbyterian 
life. If you are not Presbyterian, 
take this opportunity to ponder 
what church-related colleges 
have meant and continue to 
mean as places which affirm 
wholeness. Support of the kind 
of liberal arts education promoted 
in these institutions is vitally im- 
portant for the health of our soci- 
ety as well as our churches. Most 
of our liberal arts colleges came 
into being from a religious vision 
and, even if some have lost the 
specifics of a religious commit- 
ment, good effects linger on. We 
at Agnes Scott are seeking to be 
faithful to the vision of our 
founders in a very different age 
and we welcome your thoughts 
and prayers in this challenging 


task.

SCOTTIES RAISE MORE THAN $1,100 IN HUNGER WALK FOR ATLANTA FOOD BANK 
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ifty enthusiastic walkers 
from Agnes Scott College 
completed the 10-kilometer 
“Eighth Annual Metro Atlanta 
Hunger Walk” held Sept. 29, in 
downtown Atlanta, bringing 
$1,172.20 to the event which 
helps fund the city’s Food Bank 
and 13 other organizations and 
agencies that provide assistance. 
As a group, the Scotties finished 
second behind Emory in revenues 
raised by college groups (Emory’s 
85-member group gathere 
ae totalling approximately 
2,500). The oldest participating 
walker, Shannon Preston 
Cumming, graduated from Agnes 
Scott College in 1930. 
The ASC team took the lead 


that day in setting the spirited 
tone that predominated the pre- 
walk and festivities in Georgia 
Power Park and for the duration 
of the walk that brought a total of 
6,000 to the streets of Atlanta to 
combat hunger. Agnes Scott 
moved to the front of the crowd 
with a purple-and-white banner 
in hand and at the celebrity 
emcee’s coaxing began a round of 
spirit shouts with Spelman Col- 
lege, which also brought a force 
of 50 women to the event. 
Participation by the ASC 
community was co-ordinated by 
College Chaplain Patti Snyder 
and Kara Russell, a member of 
the newly-formed Volunteer 
Community Board. Snyder says,

Developing a community that 
is free of racism is not easy, admits 
Ansari. “Others will call it [the 
effort] into question. But the 
President of Agnes Scott and all 
the participants involved should 
get a pat on the back. It is not 
easy to admit that racism exists,” 
she says. 

The RFZ workshop came to 
campus following the success of 
previous workshops that identi- 
fied and addressed racism. These 
were organized by the President’s 
Committee on Community Di- 
versity two years ago and by stu- 
dents last spring. 

Following completion of this 
latest workshop, participants 
drafted a Racism Free Zone Dec- 
laration which calls for the com- 
munity to recognize the existence 
of racism and to create an envi- 
ronment that is free of racism. 

During the opening convoca- 
tiorrin August, faculty, staff and 
students involved in the process 
presented the declaration (see box 
at right) to the campus commu- 
nity. More than 270 (about 30 
percent of the community) 
signed the declaration. 

Now, RFZ proponents meet 
once a week. They have formed 


three committees (advocacy, stra- 
tegic planning and visibility/edu- 
cation) comprised of more than 
60 faculty, staff and students. 
Racial diversity among faculty, 
staff and students and the organi- 
zation of a roster of speakers from 
colleges across the United States 
are under discussion 

Cindy Peterson, acting direc- 
tor of athletics, was a workshop 
participant. “As a faculty member 
[ must be willing to apply the 
knowledge I’ve gained from RFZ 
and make changes in regard to 
relationships with my students 
and faculty members. | should be 
able to share my convictions and 
begin dialogue on this issue,” she 
comments. 

Dara Mann ’93 is facilitator 
for the Racism Free Zone campus 
program. “We need to combat 
racism on campus. In my opin- 
ion, Agnes Scott will never be 
totally racism free, but we [RFZ] 
want people to recognize that on 
this campus we will not tolerate 
racism,” says Mann. 

The next phase involves 
Ansari returning to campus 
within the academic year to 
teach participants how to moni- 
tor RFZ programs and increase 
community awareness of the 
project. —Audrey Arthur 


“Tt was a great turnout. I was dis- 
appointed because of the people 
who signed up and didn’t come 
and didn’t let anyone know. We 
had a third bus [to move the 150 
who signed up originally] that we 
didn’t need. 

“Tt was really fun. There was a 
real feeling of solidarity for 
Cumming when she walked 
through all those Agnes Scott 
girls” to be recognized as the old- 
est participant. 

The Agnes Scott team led the 
6,000 out of the park and for 
about the first half mile, stuck 
together, cheering for ASC and 
singing “B-I-N-G-O.” The crowd 
thinned as each of the walkers 
found his/her own pace and 
chose their distance—5-K or 10- 
K route which looped around the 
Carter Center and Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s home. 

Shortly before the day of the 
Hunger Walk, Agnes Scott’s 
coordinators decided to consider 
this participation as part of the 
College’s annual Black Cat spirit 
competition. The first-year stu- 
dents won with a total of $463.95 
raised by 16 walkers; seniors 
brought in $276 with 14 walkers; 
the class of 93 raised $232.25 
with 10 participants; and the 
class of 94 earned $65 with four 
participants. Staff and faculty 
members of the Agnes Scott 
community raised $135. 

The Hunger Walk generated 
over $125,000 to combat hunger 
in the city, a figure lower than = 
this year’s goal but a good show- 
ing. Tom Bales of the Commu- 
nity Food Bank observed, “Even 
though we didn’t reach the goal, 
it was a success in our eyes.”

During the 
classes she draws from her dance 
experiences — “a little from here 
and there.” 

Lee teaches methods from 
several schools: Enrico 
Cecchetti, George Balanchine, 
August Bournonville and Royal 
Academy of Dance. The process 
she says is unstructured and “very 
spontaneous.” 

This professional and aca- 
demic collaboration between 
Agnes Scott College and the 
Atlanta Ballet was formed at the 
start of the 1991-92 academic 
year. The School of the Atlanta 

Ballet conducts on-campus ballet 
classes. In return, Agnes Scott 
provides a venue for two on-cam- 
pus performances by Atlanta 
Ballet II, the Atlanta Ballet’s 
apprentice company. 

The Atlanta Ballet was estab- 


lished in 1929. Atlanta Ballet II 
began in the early 1970s as a 
youth ensemble and developed 
into the second company of the 
Atlanta Ballet. The 25-dancer 
Atlanta Ballet II held a fall per- 
formance here in November. A 
spring performance is scheduled 
for March 1992. 

Marylin Darling, associate 
professor of physical education 
and director of the College’s 
dance program, says, “This col-

laboration has been very positive 
and is an opportunity for the 
school’s dance program to grow.

“Seize the Moment” 


CURRENT EVENTS SPICE TO PATTERSON'S SPEECH 


he timing of Tiffany 

Patterson’s “Seize the 

Moment” speech coin- 
cided with Senate approval of 
Judge Clarence Thomas’ appoint- 
ment to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Patterson’s anger over the ap- 

pointment was apparent as she 
delivered her address, on Oct. 16 
at a Return-lo-College Student 
Organization convocation exer- 
cise. She outlined her opposition 
to Thomas and to the method 
and substance of inquiry directed 


toward Anita Hill, a law professor 


who accused Thomas of sexual 
harassment. 

An associate professor of his- 
tory at Spelman College and an 
authority on African-American 
history, culture and political 
thought, Patterson delivered her 


interpretation of what transpired 
during the hearings and consid- 
ered the inquiries posed to Hill as 
sexist and racist. She described 
the anguish which she, her col- 
leagues and friends, and many 
members of the Spelman commu- 
nity had felt in witnessing the 
televised hearings. “I opposed 
Judge Thomas for years on politi- 
cal ideological grounds. I oppose 
him now on personal grounds.” 

The Thomas case was a 
timely, pivotal point from which 
Patterson moved to address the 
issue of campus racism, a subject 
which touched off a flurry of edi- 
torial debate in the ASC student 
newspaper The Profile. 

“Our universities, at the very 
least, need to engage in high- 
level dialogue on the subject, for 
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ASC Surpasses United Way Goal 


Members of the Agnes Scott College community held a victory 
celebration Nov. 13 in Rebekah Conference Room, marking the 
completion of a successful annual United Way campaign. 

ASC surpassed its goal of $14,300 by more than 10 percent, 
pledging $15,849 for the service organization that helps fund 78 
agencies in the 10-county greater Atlanta area. 


ASC’s 1991 pledges not only surpassed the current year goal, 
they exceeded the 1989 College record high of $13,059. The 
project was coordinated and co-chaired by Carolyn Wynens, 
Community Relations director; Alice Cunningham, professor of 
chemistry; and Travis Nolley, lead custodian.

Fed Reserve 


resident George Bush 

named Susan Phillips ’67 

to the Federal Reserve 
Board. The U.S. Senate approved 
the appointment on November 7. 
She replaces Martha Seger, who 
resigned in March with almost 
seven years remaining in her 14- 
year term. 

From 1983 to 1987, Phillips 
was chair of the Commodity Fu- 
tures Trading Commission (Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan appointed 
her to the board in 1981). “Dur 
ing her reign,” reported The Wall 
Street Journal, “the agency, which 
regulates the commodities mar- 
kets, scaled back paperwork re- 
quirements from commodities 
traders and broadened the ability 
of firms to use futures and options 
to hedge large bets in the finan- 
cial markets.” 

At the CFTC, noted the 
Washington Post, Phillips “gained 
a reputation as a strong advocate 
for minimizing government regu- 
lation of the marketplace.” For 
instance, she would likely favor 
continued deregulation of the 
banking industry. 

Phillips, a mathematics major 
at ASC, received a master’s de- 
gree in finance and insurance 
from Louisiana State University 
and later a PhD in finance and 
economics from there. She 
taught at LSU before joining the 
University of Iowa faculty as as- 
sistant professor of business. 

From 1976 to 1978, she was 
first an economic policy fellow at 
Brookings Institution, then an 
economic fellow with the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission. 

After her service in the 
CFTC, Phillips rejoined Univer- 
sity of lowa’s administration as 
vice president for finance and 
university services. 

She is a member of the Chi- 
cago Mercantile Exchange and 
and served as an Agnes Scott 
College Trustee until the time of 
her FRB appointment.

“Agnes Scott’s Global Aware- 
ness Program is important be- 
cause the initiative to interna- 
tionalize society should be taken 
by universities, especially faculty 
members,” Yokota explains. 
“Business exchanges do occur, but 
money is the chief concern of 
that type of exchange. A sincere 
intellectual exchange, which in- 
volves understanding another 
country’s culture, history and lit- 
erature, is also important, and 
this is achieved by universities.” 

In addition to the Global 
Awareness Program, Yokota par- 
ticipated in an education depart- 
ment colloquium, speaking to 
classes on Japanese history and 
cross-cultural communications in 
psychology and offering a Japa- 
nese review of American litera- 
ture. 

Jennifer Jenkins 95, a student 
in the Global Awareness class, 
describes Yokota as enthusiastic. 
“T found him to be 100 percent 
willing to help a student with 
research on Japanese society. He 
was such a wealth of informa- 
tion,” she says. 

Terry McGehee, associate art 
professor and faculty director of 
the Global Awareness class, char- 
acterized Yokota’s lectures as 
stimulating. 

“His lectures were informal 
and quite freewheeling,” notes 
McGehee, “so there were often as 
many questions from the students 
as there were statements from 
Kazi. 

“As I got to know him I began 
to realize how many similarities 
there are between Japan and 
America that have to do with 
human behavior,” McGehee con- 
tinues.

The student FTE [Full 
Time Equivalent] has gone from 465 to 582 this 
fall, a 25 percent increase in five years. 

“Major renovations have occurred in almost 
every residence hall and academic building during 
the years preceding our centennial.” Through 
effective energy management, he said, the College

has avoided more than $600,000 in energy 
expenses over the past five years. “We have im- 
proved our athletic facilities significantly with the 
construction of a track and field and new gymna- 
sium,” he continued. “Our old gym was neither 
wide enough, long enough or high enough to 
accommodate, among other things, basketball.” 
When Whittington arrived at ASC, college 
accounts were kept on a mechanical posting ma- 
chine and one microcomputer. “Today we have an 
on-line real time administrative computing system. 
In our next iteration, this will leap to local and 
wide area networks for faculty, staff and students.” 
Whittington said Elon was on the brink of a 
major capital campaign, renovation and facilities 
construction. He cited those career challenges as 
well as the opportunity to return to family, friends

FACULTY MEMBER LIVED

eslie Janet Gaylord, a mem- 
ber of the Agnes Scott 


| College mathematics faculty 
| for 47 years, died Oct. 19. 

She was among the longest- 
tenured faculty in the College’s 
history. 

Her influence reached beyond 
the classroom. “When I came to 
Agnes Scott in 1955, she was one 
of the leaders of the faculty,” notes 
ASC colleague and neighbor re- 
tired professor of English Miriam 
Drucker. “She was quiet in her 
ways. But she had strong opinions 
and a good perception.” 

Among Gaylord’s concerns 
were social justice and racial inte- 
| gration. She was instrumental in 
| the breakup of the County Unit 

System in Georgia which afforded 
an unfair voting advantage to 
| white constituencies; she was sup- 
portive of ASC President Wallace 
Alston’s stand for integration of 
schools in the 1950s. 

She faithfully served in her 
‘church, Holy Trinity Episcopal. 
When it burned in the late sixties, 
Gaylord assisted in its rebuilding. 
“The first word that comes to 
mind is integrity. And intelligence. 
And good sense of humor,” says 
Drucker to describe Gaylord. “She 
was a fine mathematician and a 
very fine Episcopalian.” 

One of Gaylord’s favorite duties 
was to take students on interna- 


he Rev. Rachel Henderlite,

FIRST ORDAINED WOMAN IN PRESBYTERIAN CLERGY, ASC’S HENDERLITE, DIES 


The Rev. Jack L. Stotts, presi- 
dent of Austin Seminary, said, 
“Rachel Henderlite helped to cre- 
ate and to occupy new religious 
spaces in the United States. 

“As the first woman ordained 
in the Presbyterian Church U.S., 
she entered an unexplored world 
and made the way easier for the 
increasing numbers who followed 
her lead. 

“As a moving spirit within the 
Consultation on Church Union, 
she forged new ecumenical rela- 
tionships 
whose conse- 
quences are 
still being 
unfolded. 

“Asa 
scholar and 
teacher in 
the field of 
Christian 
education, 
she wrote 
and taught 
with great 
force and 
insight, 
forming the 
minds and 
spirits of stu- 


dents and readers. As a spokesper- 
son for the life of the mind in reli- 
gion and for justice in the world, 
she cleared away the underbrush of 
mindless faith and the thickets of 
prejudice. 

“Rachel Henderlite was a giant 
figure who stooped down so that 
all of us felt elevated in her pres- 
ence. She was a Christian worthy 
of the name.” 

Henderlite taught for 44 years, 
beginning as an English teacher at 
Belmont High School, Belmont, 
N.C, in 1928, and retiring from 
Austin Seminary as professor 
emerita of Christian Education in 
1972. 

A native of Gastonia, N.C., she 
received degrees from Agnes Scott 
College, New York University and 
Yale University Divinity School. 
She taught at Mississippi Synodi- 
cal College, Montreat College, 
Harding High School, Charlotte 
Technical High School, Presbyte- 
rian School of Christian Education 
and Austin Seminary. 

She also taught at Kinjo Col- 
lege, Nagoya, Japan, and was a staff 
member of the Presbyterian 
Church U.S. Board of Christian 
Education from 1957-1965.

VOLUNTEERS ROSALYNN CARTER, ALICIA PHILIPP 
RELATE SATISFACTIONS IN CAREERS OF SERVICE 


t one gubernatorial cam- 
paign stop, after many 

people had made appeals 
to her, Rosalynn Carter remembers 
falling into the line with the voters 
who were about to meet then-can- 
didate, Jimmy Carter. Receiving 
lines, by their very nature, she said, 
force you to focus on the one per- 
son directly in front of you, so 
Jimmy Carter was caught off guard 
when his wife walked up to him 
and said, “I want to know what 
you are going to do for mental 
health.”

I knew that 
when | got to the governor’s man- 
sion, I was not going to sit there 
and pour tea.” 

Former First Lady Rosalynn 
Carter and Metropolitan Atlanta 
Community Foundation Director 
Alicia Philipp communicated their 
experiences as volunteers to more 
than 100 alumnae leaders attend- 
ing Agnes Scott College’s Alum- 
nae Leadership Conference, held 
on campus Sept. 20-22. 

Carter, who opened the alum- 
nae conference with a discussion 
on “Volunteerism in the Global 
Community,” also addressed a 
group of first-year students and 
staff members on her development 
as a volunteer. 

The former First Lady estab- 
lished a pattern of service during 
her early years in a small Georgia 
hometown, where lending a hand 
to the sick, the needy or the be- 
reaved was common. No questions 
asked, she explained: “That’s just 
what you did in a small town.” 

The boundaries of her volun- 


teer involvement grew to include 
more far-reaching civic and social 
issues, as her husband’s political 
aspirations broadened. On cam- 
paign swings throughout Georgia, 
meeting people and working for 
gubernatorial votes, the Carters | 
came face to face with the needs of | 
the electorate. “I’ve spent much of 
my life in receiving lines, but that’s | 
how I first got involved with men- | 
tal health work. While I cam- 
paigned with Jimmy, people came | 
right up to me and asked, ‘What | 
can you do for my disturbed 
child?”

the White House, the scope of 
their concern broadened further. | 
In their years since the Carter 
presidency, both Rosalynn and 
Jimmy Carter have added interna- 
tional election monitoring and 
home building (through Habitat 
for Humanity) to their lengthy list 
of causes. 

“Of all the things Jimmy and I 
do, volunteering is the most satis- 
fying,” she stressed. “I see the faces 
of the people I help and realize you 
can make a difference and, in the 
process, it might change your life.”

he Agnes Scott Alumnae 

Association was hostess for 

a small, but significant, con- 
ference for Alumnae Directors 
And Presidents Together 
(ADAPT) held Nov. 3-5. 

This group of women’s college 
leaders meets yearly on the mem- 
ber campuses to share ideas and 
learn together about various pro- 
grams conducted by 15 different 
alumnae associations represented. 

Each year we are struck by our 
common needs which are reflected 
in our agenda and by the creative 
and encouraging environments in 
which we work. It is exciting to see 
that the country’s remaining 
women’s colleges are experiencing 
renewed interest from the public 
and are continuing to seek new 
ways to be true to their original 
purposes while meeting the chal- 
lenges of the 21st century. 

Our agenda for the sessions in- 
cluded such topics as “Staying in 
Touch,” with discussion centered 
on ways to improve reunion atten- 
dance, class connections, chapter 
activities and individual relation- 
ships with our respective colleges. 
Member colleges are continually 
looking for ways to revitalize 
and/or build their alumnae associa- 
tion chapter networks to assist 
with admission work, continuing 
education and career support for 
alumnae. 

“Issues of Diversity” was a 
stimulating session topic requested 
by all of the colleges. As our cam- 
puses become more diverse our 
alumnae associations also become 
more diverse. Our organizations 
are seeking ways to be more inclu- 
sive in planning, selection of meet- 
ing locations, relationships with 
current students and mentoring 
groups for students. This session 
concluded with a luncheon pro- 
gram led by Ayse Carden, chair of 
the department of psychology, and 
six of Agnes Scott’s international 
students who discussed “Cross Cul- 
tural Perspectives for Women.” 

Our guests were extremely 
impressed with the thoughtful 
insights of our students and their 
delightful personalities. They

added much to our understanding 
of the issues facing women of 
diverse backgrounds around the 
world. 

“Developing an Alumna” gave 
each school a chance to share 
alumnae association programs that 
provide interaction with current 
students. 

Career networking and:support 
is a big part of many programs, and 
our Agnes Scott alumnae are tre- 
mendously involved through the 
Career Planning Office. ASC’s 
network includes more than 700 
people who may be called on for 
information, shadow programs, 
externships and internships around 
the country. 

On campus, our “Exam Care 
Baskets” a project of the Young 
Alumnae Chapter, also gives us a 
high profile among “stressed-out” 
students just prior to exams. 

“Alumnae and Admissions” 
was a great topic for discussion as 
budget issues facing women’s col- 
leges make even more important 
the work of our volunteers. With 
Agnes Scott’s enrollment the 
highest since 1972, we were ina 
position of strength to talk about 
the ways alumnae can support the 
admissions efforts of our college. 
By the end of November 1991, 64 
alumnae had covered 62 college 
fairs and 40 additional alumnae 
helped in hosting “Dessert and 


, Discussion” events for prospective 


students. Countless others are 
sharing information about the col- 
lege in informal ways with young 
women they know in their com- 
munities. 

We closed the conference with 
a visit to CNN and Underground 
Atlanta, giving our guests a chance 
to relax after an intensive and 
energizing time together. 

It was fun to share our campus 
with other women’s college lead- 
ers, but it was especially gratifying 
to hear them delight in the beauty 
of our surroundings, the “pristine” 
condition of our buildings, the 
grace and style of our food service 
and the charm of our students.

t the Leadership Conference 
luncheon, held the next 
day, Agnes Scott Alum- 

nae Association President-elect 
Gayle Gellerstedt Daniel intro- 
duced keynote speaker Alicia 
Philipp, director of the Atlanta 
Metropolitan Community Founda- 
tion, saying: “To know Alicia 
Philipp is to know the breadth and 
depth of the needs of Atlanta. She 
has a heart as compassionate as 
anyone | know.” 

Philipp, long involved in 
Atlanta-area causes, touted the 
virtues of volunteering. “I think it’s 
wonderful that we come together 
to celebrate volunteerism. Ameri- 
cans demonstrate a spirit of 
volunteerism that you find no- 
where else in the world. It is hard 


to imagine what it would be like 
without volunteers,” she ex- 
plained, noting that 48 percent of 
all women volunteer and that 
working women are more inclined 
to volunteer than those who don’t 
work. 

“The satisfaction of helping 
others and of meeting others who 
share a common interest is great,” 
continued Philipp, who challenged 
the group not to become lethargic. 
Many projects and problems re- 
main to be addressed, among 
them: infant mortality — 
Georgia’s infant mortality rate of 
12.3 per 1,000; spouse abuse — in 
Atlanta, 700,000 women are 
beaten annually; pay equity — 
women continue to make 70 cents 
for every dollar a man earns; and 
education. In many of these cases, 
observed Philipp, “Volunteering

alone is not enough; giving is 
critical.” 

She acknowledged that the 
availability of funds for gender 
specific causes remains weighted 
toward boy’s or men’s clubs. “Funds 
available today for boy’s and men’s 
organizations far exceed those 
given to women’s organizations.” 
However, with the creation of a 
“women’s fund” in Atlanta (one of 
only 44 in the nation) work has 
begun to counter that inequity and 
funnel more dollars toward pro- 
grams and projects for women. “I 
realize that there will probably 
never be enough money available 
for every person in need.” But 
Philipp maintains that unified, 
consistent support continues to be 
the most contructive way of ad- 
dressing these needs.

ASC TO HOST COLLOQUIUM ON FRENCH WRITER’S WORK 


he only American colloquium 

devoted exclusively to the works 

of French Renaissance writer 
Marguerite de Navarre will be held on the 
campuses of Duke University, April 11 
and 12, and Agnes Scott College, April 
13 and 14. : 

Among the international scholars who 
will converge at Agnes Scott for “Interna- 
tional Colloquium on the 500th Anniver- 
sary of the Birth of Marguerite 
d’Angouleme, Duchess of Alencon, 
Queen of Navarre” will be keynote ~ 
speaker Robert Aulotte, professor emeri- 
tus of the Sorbonne and former president 
of the International Society of 16th Cen- 
tury Specialists. 

The colloquium will also bring to 
ASC Nerina Clerici Balmas, professor of 
Renaissance literature at the University 
of Genoa; James K. Farge of the Pontifical 
Institute of Mediaeval Studies in Toronto; 
and a dozen other national and interna- 
tional scholars to present papers (in 
English April 13 and French April 14) on 
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various aspects of Marguerite’s life and 
writings. Regine Reynolds-Cornell, 
Adeline Arnold Loridans Professor of 
French at ASC and an authority on the 
works of Marguerite de Navarre, is coordi- 
nator of the colloquium, which will also 
feature a Renaissance banquet with period 
music, on the evening of April 13. 

Marguerite de Navarre was a patron of 
the humanities, a church Reformer and 
writer who is recognized as an outstanding 
figure of the French Renaissance. 

Heptaméron is a collection of 72 fic- 
tional tales about virtue, honor, vice and 
hypocrisy, told by travelers who are way- 
laid by a flood. Published after her death, 
Heptaméron is considered the most impor- 
tant of her literary works. 

The scholarly presentations will be 
held in the Winter Theatre of the Dana 
Fine Arts Building; the banquet will begin 
at 6:30 p.m., April 13, in Letitia Pate 
Evans Dining Hall; and a lunch buffet will 
be held at 12:30 p.m., April 14, in 
Rebekah Scott Hall.

this fact makes me reflect on the 
last decade in a special way. 

I have certainly learned a lot 
in this period of time— 

... about traditions and cus- 
toms at Agnes Scott, such as 
Black Cat and Senior Investiture, 

. about her alumnae, their 
memories of their alma mater and 
their hopes for her present and 
future, 

... about professors’ dedica- 
tion to student learning, 

... how students believe it has 
always been “this way” if we did it 
“this way” when they entered 
college, and yet how eager they 
are to see their suggested changes 
implemented immediately, 
|... how trustees take their 
long-range responsibilities very 
seriously when making decisions 
| about investments, insurance, or 
the condition of the campus. 
| And what have | learned 
| about the South that I did not 
know in 1982? How is an out- 
sider to understand a society rap- 
idly changing on the outside, but 
which has an old South core? 
Even The Atlanta Constitution has 
to conduct a survey to find out 
what being Southern means in 
1992. Asa lover of grits, | am 
more Southern than many, but 
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please do not expect me to be 
ecstatic about collard greens and 
black-eyed peas. 

And what have we at Agnes 
Scott accomplished in this 
decade?

has tripled 
e Student services in counseling, 
activities, and volunteer programs 
have been expanded 
e A full-time chaplaincy has 
been established and a worship 
chapel made available 
e Athletics programs have been 
expanded for students and excel- 
lent facilities have been provided 
for the campus 
¢ The physical plant has been 
refurbished (eight major buildings 
renovated, two new ones con- 
structed, and campus landscaping 
and signage improved 
¢ More than $40 million in gifts 
and grants has been raised 
¢ The endowment has grown 
from $35.5 million to over $200 
million 

But best of all, in my view, the 
campus has turned from too great 
a fixation on the past to believing 
that collectively we can indeed 
choose a future which will make 
Agnes Scott the best she has ever 
been. For this shift in focus, | am 
grateful, and remain convinced 
that many exciting years lie 


ahead.

“Studies in World Order” exam- 
ines ways governments, individu- 
als, social movements and organiza- 
tions resolve problems concern- 
ing the environment, health, 
human rights and military spend- 
ing. Students are challenged to 
understand the past and present, 
and envision a better future. 
“During the lecture Mrs. 
Carter provided us with solutions 
to [many] social problems,” recalls 
Deborah Watters 93, who is en- 
rolled in the World Order class. 
“The Carter Center made us feel 
empowered and that there is hope 
for the future—we were encour- 
aged to feel that we could do 
things to change the world. Mrs.

Clarence Thomas’s Senate ap- 
proval hearings, and the murder- 
ous acts committed against chil- 
dren in a Brooklyn neighborhood 
(just prior to Tucker's speech), 
Tucker surmised that King 
“would be disappointed at what 
has happened.” 

“J am deeply distressed about 
the assaults on Affirmative Ac- 
tion and that so many white 
Americans think that Affirma- 
tive Action is at the root of the 
economic woes troubling our 
country,” the Auburn University 
graduate and Neaman Fellow 
continued. “I am distressed, too, 
at the hateful venom spewing 
from the mouths of some Afri- 
can-Americans. Racism is the 


reason this country has no na- 
tional healthcare policy and that 
infant mortality had remained 
higher in Atlanta, Ga., than it 
has in Cuba over the past two 
years.” 

Tucker reminded, however, 
that often frightening things 
prompt positive change. Tucker 
reminded, “The Sputnik scare of 
the late 1950s led us to pour 
money into the space program 
and we put a man on the moon 
by the end of the next decade.” 

“America will continue to be 
great if we accept the differences 
that make us special. America’s 
rich heritage of cultural diversity 
is worth preserving.” Education, 
she contends, should serve as a 
bridge toward that goal. The cur- 
rent debates over Columbus’ dis- 
coveries in the Americas and 
how he treated people during his 
explorations “is not intended to 
stop history from being taught 
but to put Columbus’ journey in 
perspective. Right here at Agnes 
Scott, you are afforded the oppor 
tunity to learn with people who 
have different cultural and eco- 
nomic backgrounds than your 
own,” Tucker concluded. “You 
hold the power to bring Dr. 
King’s dream into bright and 
complete fulfillment.”

STUDENTS URGED TO SACRIFICE, BE ROLE MODELS 


hile you are here use 

your mind to its full 

potential to reach your 
goals. Stand up for what you be- 
lieve in and set your eyes on your 
goal to reach your higher calling. 
But, also keep in mind that it is 
important to earn the respect of 
fellow African-Americans,” says 
the Rev. Laneta Evans, an inter 
denominational minister with 
the Jefferson County Board of 
Education in Birmingham, Ala., 
who was featured speaker during 
Witkaze’s Black History Month 
Convocation in February. 

Evans's speech offered to those 
in attendance—but specifically to 
the African-American students 
—encouragement and a reaffir- 
mation of the importance of 
maintaining their dignity. Ac- 
knowledge sacrifices made in the 
past by black women but ask 
yourselves, “What are we doing 
to enhance what our race has 
accomplished?” Evans directed. 
“We must sacrifice for the things 
we believe in and use ourselves as 
role models.” 

Students choose to attend 
Agnes Scott because, Evans feels, 
they have been “ordained by 
God” to do so. 

In accepting this ordination, 
she urges students to make the 
most of this opportunity. 


“As you continue to blossom 
into proud African-Americans, 
have a thirst for education, a re- 
spect for power, faith in yourself 
and God, dignity; live harmoni- 
ously with others;and take re- 
sponsibility for young people,” 
she adds. 

Evans's speech anchored the 
Convocation’s cultural montage 
that included poetry readings by 
Becky Nowlin 93 and Nadine 
Curry "95, a creative dance by 
Chris Jones 95, and a solo from 
the opera Porgy and Bess per- 
formed by Malikah Berry "94.

time she has conducted work- 
shops on King’s philosophy and 
the history of the civil rights 
movement. 

Entitled “Dr. King’s Vision of 
Racial Harmony: From Rhetoric 
to Reality,” Bashir’s speech noted 
that the challenges America faces 
today in accepting a multiracial 
culture are essentially the same as 
they were at the turn of the cen- 
tury. 

Educator and writer W.E.B. 
Dubois in 1906 foresaw as a 
prevalent problem of the 20th 
century, America’s attempt to 
become a colorblind society. “In 
order to foster change and be- 
come a colorblind society we 
must conquer the triple evils — 
racism, violence and poverty,” 
Bashir says. 

The “triple evils” were core 
themes in King’s highly touted 


book Where Do We Go From 
Here: Chaos or Community? that 
Bashir cited in her presentation. 
“This [effecting a color-blind so- 
ciety] must be done through non- 
violence, which is very important 
now. But a lot of groups have not 
grasped the idea that nonvio- 
lence is key to addressing the 
problems of the world. Those 
who don’t believe in nonviolence 
don’t believe in love.” 
Acknowledging that America 
has a problem dealing with its 
multicultural heritage, Bashir 
suggested that “America needs to 
go to the eye doctor to have her 
vision checked, to see things 
more clearly. We no longer need 
to see America as an American 
flower garden, but as a world 
flower garden.”

ot so many springs ago 
my imagination was 
filled with small white 


clapboard churches, session meet- 
ings and Sunday morning preach- 
ing. Like most in seminary, I en- 
visioned my life’s work to be 
within a traditional Presbyterian 
congregation. Who’d have ever 
thought that only a few years 
down the road I’d be here? I ama 
Presbyterian minister, yes, but 
also a student affairs administra- 
tor, “minister” to some campus 
community members who are 
tentative about the involvement 
of “church people” in the every- 
day life of the college, and “pas- 
tor’ to some for whom the term 
has little or no meaning. It’s a 
rather unlikely “congregation.” 

You may have thought that 
Agnes Scott was exclusively Pres- 
byterian. It is not. Of the current 
student body, the greatest num- 
bers are Baptist, Presbyterian and 
Catholic. The changing demo- 
graphic profile of the ASC stu- 
dent body has brought about con- 
eruent change in the religious 
profile as well. There are persons 
of the Jewish, Muslim, Hindu and 
B’Hai faith on campus, too. 
Perhaps more significant, in the 
college’s survey nearly half of 
the student body did not respond 
to questions about religious 
conviction. 

So... what is ministry in this 
context? It still includes the tradi- 
tional roles of prophet, priest, and 
pastor which are needed and ap- 
preciated by most. However, here 
I define and redefine ministry 
constantly. Here, I am called to 
assist students in identifying who 
they are and who they are not, 
what they believe and what they 
do not believe. Here, ministry is 
always about helping people com- 
municate and practice what they 
have identified as their beliefs 
with sensitivity but without 
shame. Here, ministry is about 
empowering people to live out 
their faith with hope and open- 
ness. It’s about doing those things 
with and for the institution as a 
whole. And it’s about doing those 
things for myself as well. 

Wait a minute. That is what 
the white clapboard church is 
called to do also. Isn’t this what 
ministry is always about?

Time makes ancient good uncouth. 


amuel R. Spencer Jr. chose 

these words of poet James 

Russell Lowell to serve as 
the core of his Agnes Scott Col- 
lege Founder’s Day Convocation 
speech, delivered Feb. 19. Spen- 
cer, president emeritus of David- 
son College and trustee emeritus 
of ASC, said the Lowell line “re- 
minds us that ideas and standards 
are always changing” in society 
and, as a consequence, in the aca- 
demic arena. 

He touched on changes that 
have occurred since ASC’s 
founding 103 years ago, including 
“expansion of our horizons 
toward a world view, or what is 
termed here as global awareness.” 

In the College’s early days, 
students’ knowledge of the rest of 
the world,” he said, “was limited 
to the standard progression from 
Greece to Rome to modern Eu- 
rope, and it came strictly from a 
textbook.” Today, said Spencer, 
with world travel more accessible, 
television in every home, and 
course study less dominated by 
European perspectives, students 
see the world in differently ways. 
Today “virtually all colleges have 
climbed aboard the international 
band-wagon. Everyone agrees 
that global awareness is essential 
to a modern education.” 

Another change is “that those 
who established this College 
would be startled to find women 
of African-American heritage in 
this student body, to say nothing 
of the faculty. Few of them—per- 
haps none of them—would ap- 
prove.” But, concluded Spencer, 
“Who among us would trade our 
current campus upheavals for 
peace and quiet based on a sys- 
tem we now acknowledge to have 
been so unforgivably unjust?” 

Dramatic societal changes 
have increased ASC graduates’ 
Opportunities manyfold. Men of 
the founder's age believed “too 
tigorous an academic program 
would put an undue strain on the 
female mind. The culture tended 
to treat women as fragile crea- 
tures who should not be subjected 
to the stress of the commercial or 
professional world.” 

en Spencer's sister gradu- 
ated from ASC in the 1930s and 
didn’t want to enter either of the 
“traditional fields” dominated by 
women—teaching or nursing— 
she went to business school and 
became a secretary. 

“Time does make ancient 
good uncouth,” Spencer con- 
cluded, “but it does so as a matter 
of course. Far more important, 
time can also make uncouth 
ancient evil or ancient ignorance 
or ancient blindness, provided it 
is combined with action, which 
requires courage, forebearance 
and good will. A good college is 


always and never the same.” 


Project Read 


GRANT AIDS VOLUNTEER LITERACY PROGRAM 


ith the help of a 
$1,000 grant from the 
Student Coalition for 


Action in Literacy (SCALE), 
Agnes Scott’s year-old volunteer 
program (ASC GIVES) and 
Project Read, Inc., a Decatur- 
based literacy organization serv- 
ing DeKalb County, will be able 
to bring adult literacy training for 
the community to ASC. 

ASC GIVES, in cooperation 
with Mortar Board, a national 
honor society for seniors, will ad- 
minister the SCALE seed grant 
which will be used to train volun- 
teers and purchase materials. 
SCALE, based at the University 
of North Carolina in Chapel 
Hill, is a network of over 600 col- 
leges and universities throughout 
the United States dedicated to 
eliminating illiteracy. 

In February, Masankho Banda, 
SCALE’s director of Southeast 
Outreach, visited the campus and 
began discussions with interested 
volunteers about the direction of 
the Agnes Scott program. During 
his two-day stay, Banda used his 
own native African costume, mu- 
sic and dance to convey the goals 
of SCALE to the College com- 
munity, to generate interest on 
campus and raise additional 
money for the program.

ing center, the program will pair 
campus volunteers with literacy 
students for one-on-one tutoring 
sessions using the Laubach cur- 
riculum. The program will be for- 
mally launched in the fall of 
1992. 

Mortar Board has established 
literacy as its national service 
project and plans, along with 
ASC GIVES, to make the Agnes 
Scott adult literacy program an 
ongoing campus activity. 

Project Read, which reports 
having trained almost 400 tutors 
in the past three years, contends 
that DeKalb County’s need for 
tutors remains great. Some 
130,000 adults (33 percent of the 
population) are functionally illit- 
erate. Project Read will help con- 
nect ASC tutors with those who 
need to build literacy skills. 

The ASC adult literacy pro- 
gram also plans to hold four help 
sessions this spring to assist non- 
readers with filling out forms. 

Snyder hopes the ASC adult 
literacy program will have lasting 
effects: “It is exciting to see 
people who have never been on 
campus come here to learn. 
Maybe someone we teach to read 
will one day come to Agnes Scott 
as a Return-to-College student. 
You never know!”

origin to 1908 when 
Marion Spangler of the 


music department coaxed a me- 
lodic mass into a performing 
group. Membership has become 
increasingly competitive and the 
programs have become more am- 
bitious. This year’s spring tour 
took the 27-member Glee Club 
to South Carolina and Virginia, 
where they performed with The 
Citadel chorus on March 15 and 
at several churches before coming 
home on March 18. 

Their performances included 
“Zion’s Wall” by Aaron Copland, 
“Piejesu” from Andrew Lloyd- 
Webber's “Requiem,” the Coates 
arrangement of “Amazing 
Grace,” and “Magnum Myste- 
rium,” a 16th century piece by 
Tomas Luis de Victoria. They 
performed with the Naval Acad- 
emy Chorus on March 9, and are 
scheduled to sing again with The 
Citadel chorus on April 12 in 
Gaines Auditorium. 

Rowena Renn has been direc- 
tor of the Glee Club since 1988. 
Under her direction, past clubs 
have performed at Notre Dame, 
in England and Russia, and at 
local openings of exhibits at the 
High Museum of Art. David 
D’Ambrosio is the Glee Club 
accompanist, and also a piano 
instructor at Agnes Scott. The 
club has performed an annual 
Christmas carol service since 
1930, pops concerts in October, 


and an annual spring concert. 

The Glee Club held numerous 
events—from doughnut sales to 
garage sales—to raise money for 
the South Carolina/Virginia trip 
(which cost an estimated $150 
per person). Each student was 
responsible for raising her share of 
the expenses, through fund-rais- 
ers and from personal contribu- 
tions. 

The club has a pretty good 
retention rate of students from 
year to year, notes Renn. “Stu- 
dents sometimes drop out for a 
semester if they have a heavy 


load, but come back in future 
semesters. Way back when there 
weren't so many activities on 
campus and there were more stu- 
dents, we had a larger group. . . I 
lose some to night classes.” 
While there are a couple of 
club members who may consider 
pursuing music professionally, 
most do not consider singing a 
part of their future careers, says 
Renn. “Maybe two or three want 
to sing professionally, some want 
to teach, some just do this be- 
cause they love the music.”

gnes Scott seniors will 
soon have the option of 
continuing their studies, 


tuition free. 

At its January meeting, the 
ASC Board of Trustees autho- 
rized a tuition-free fifth year be- 
ginning in the 1992-93 academic 
year. Students qualified to enter 
the Scott-free Year 5 must have 
completed undergraduate degree 
requirements at ASC between 
December 1991 and August 
1992. Participants will be eligible 
for courses on a “space available” 
basis. 

Students may take a full 
course load, but a minimum of 
one course (three semester hours) 


is required and a minimum 2.00 
grade point average must be 
maintained during the Year 5 
Program. 

Although tuition will not be 
charged, students who choose to 
live on campus will be respon- 
sible for paying regular room and 
board fees, which in 1992-93 will 
be $4,825. Housing for Year 5 
students will be separate from 
regular undergraduate housing 
and availability will be governed 
by the number of students enroll- 
ing. Students will also be respon- 
sible for the student activity fee 
and College events fee. 

Because the program is experi- 
mental, an evaluation of the pro- 


gram will be conducted year- 
round, according to Sarah 
Blanshei, dean of the College. 
Year 5 will offer students an op- 
portunity to take classes that they 
did not have time for during the 
four-year program, Blanshei adds. 
“Students will not be working 
toward a degree unless they are 
working on the master of arts in 
teaching. And then they would 
need to attend two summers, but 
part can be earned during Year 
Five at Agnes Scott.”

he Great Depression had 
just begun, and I was a 
freshman day student at 


Agnes Scott, so the family had to 
bear extra expenses for me. My 
father had lost a job in the profes- 
sion of his life. We had money for 
only absoli:te necessities, nothing 
extra. 

One Sunday at church an ap- 
peal was made for funds for a mis- 
sionary program. The need and 
the opportunity stirred me deeply 
and I wanted very much to give, 
but I knew no way to do it. My 
pitifully small weekly allowance 
was just enough to cover streetcar 
fare back and forth to school. 
Still, | wanted so much to help 
and asked God so earnestly to 
make it possible that | became 
_ | deeply convinced that He would. 
City Friendly passing motorists had 
on occasion given me rides to 
school, so I decided that God 
might help by leading people to 
pick me up. I could give my trans- 
portation money—as much as a 
dollar if I got rides all week—to 
the mission cause. I was so sure 
that God would answer my 
prayer—and my plan seemed the 
only possible way—instead of 
riding three blocks on one car 
line and then transferring, I 
walked those blocks each morn- 
ing. The transfer point offered my 
best chances of a ride. Each

morning I walked, and each 
morning I looked expectantly at 
each passing car until the time 
when I could wait no longer and 
reluctantly boarded the street-car. 
By the end of the week, I had 
saved nothing and I could make 
no pledge at church on Sunday. 
Yet, I wanted so desperately to 
help that I still felt deep within 
me that the answer must come. 

Early in the next week 
Catherine Torrance, my Latin 
professor, kept me after class. One 
of my fellow students was doing 
poorly and would not be able to 
pass semester exams unless she 
had help. My professor asked if I 
would coach the student. 

Would I? 

What I was paid I do not re- 
member now, but I do know that 
I thought it a fortune. I was able 
to give as my contribution to the 
mission program perhaps 10 times

as much as I had hoped to acquire 
through my carefully reasoned 
plan for God's action. In fact | 
was now so “rich” that | thought 
fleetingly of giving only half and 
using the rest for something for 
myself. But I was able to tell my- 
self firmly that the money was the 
answer to my pleading request of 
God, so the entire fortune went 
to the mission project. Over the 
years it has been deeply satisfying 
that I had given all I had. 

To some, this experience 
would seem just a coincidence. 
But I must say that this was the 
only time in my college career-— 
at Scott, Emory, and the Univer- 
sity of Chicago—that I was asked 
to coach anyone. I firmly believe 
that God heard and answered my 
prayer. It was overwhelming to 
think that as relatively unimpor- 
tant as | am in the vast scheme of 
things, I mattered that much. 
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Over the years, this incident 
has taken on added meaning. 
Christ said that whatever we ask 
in His name would be granted. 
What does asking in His name 
mean? Asking not for ourselves 
but for others, as He did? Asking 
in complete confidence that the 
answer would come, as He did? 
Leaving in God's hands the man- 
ner of the answer, as He did? | 
thought I had figured out how 
God needed to act in my behalf. 
His answer came in a different 
way and brought with it much, 
much more than I had asked. 

Finally, | had asked God to 
give me something. He did not 
do that. What He did do was 
give an opportunity, using my 
knowledge and effort, to bring 
about the answer to my prayer. 
And this is a far better answer—a 
partnership with God. 

On the surface, this seems a 
small incident, but it has had a 
lasting effect on my life. That 
understanding and faith have 
helped when life presented prob- 
lems too complex to solve and 
too heavy to bear. This was not 
an earth-shaking or highly dra- 
matic experience, but it was the 
convincing answer to a vitally 
important and difficult question | 
had been asking myself. DOES 
GOD ANSWER PRAYER? 

My life experience answers 
yes, but in His far better way, not 
in mine.

Cumming compress 14 years of 
social turbulence and change into 
a 14-hour “Spring Will Come” 
lecture and discussion series this 
past January and February. 

The group returned to the civil 
rights peak era (1954-1968), and 
the movement Cumming called a 
“fleeting moment of glory,” to re- 
count and reflect on the marches, 
demonstrations and Freedom 
Rides in Alabama, Mississippi and 
Georgia which he covered as a 
reporter between 1957 and 1979. 

“T discussed the civil rights 
movement chronologically,” says 
Cumming of his eight-week series 
entitled “60s in Dixie: Untangling 
An American Dilemma,” which 
touched on Brown vs. The Board of 
Education in 1954, school desegre- 
gation in Little Rock, Ark., the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 , 
Mahatma Gandhi, the Mississippi 
Freedom Democratic Party, Voting 
Rights Act of 1965, the black 
power movement and the assassi- 
nations of Martin Luther King Jr. 
and Bobby Kennedy. 

“The movement had a natural 
dramatic structure. During this 
sequential trip we looked out the 
window and saw new insights as to 
who we are as Americans and the 
eternal struggle to live in peace 
together. We discussed all the ele- 
ments of this human struggle,” says 
Cumming, a former journalism 
teacher at West Georgia College 
and husband of ASC alumna 
Emily Wright ’48. 

“In this series we remembered 
the tales told during that time in 
our past,” Cumming continues. 
“They were worth telling and in 

y were worth telling an 
the process we learned about our- 
selves. Most of the alumnae re- 
membered the time well and had 
their own viewpoints about the 
period. The jewel of fortune was to 
have Connie Curry ’55 in the

class. She was active in the move- 
ment and her experiences were 
much closer to the heart of the 
situation than I was as a reporter.” 

The alumnae gleaned through 
many written works of the period: 
Parting the Waters by Taylor 
Branch, Unlikely Heroes by Jack 
Bass and My Soul Is Rested by 
Howell Raines. They sang and 
discussed the songs of the move- 
ment, among them the civic rights 
anthem, We Shall Overcome. 
Cumming read descriptions of 
what the piece, which he termed 
“lyrical and moving,” meant to 
those involved in the movement. 

Cumming also brought in guest 
lecturers such as Claude FE Sitton, 
a Pulitzer prize-winning reporter 
for the New York Times who cov- 
ered the events between 1958- 
1964, and Melissa Greene, author 
of Praying for Sheetrock, a book de- 
picting the struggles of African- 
Americans in Georgia’s coastal 
McIntosh County. 

Jo Williams ’49, secretary of the

Cumming’s sense of humor and 
ability to encourage audience par- 
ticipation. “He was very informed 
and interesting, ” she says. “He

Old letters of reference cannot be 
used in a current job search. The information in your file cannot be 
used as historical data by the College because it is confidential. | 
In August, CP&P will begin keeping files for only 10 years. All 
files 10 years old or older will be destroyed. If your file is outdated 
and you would like to set up a new file, contact Career Planning and 
Placement, Agnes Scott College, Decatur, GA 30030, and the nec- 
essary forms will be sent to establish your new credential file.

ayle Gellerstedt Daniel 
‘71, an alumna who has 
served the Agnes Scott 
alumnae board on and off since 
graduation from the College, be- 
gins her two-year term as president 
of the Agnes Scott Alumnae Asso- 
ciation this month. 

Among her immediate respon- 
sibilities will be appointing and 
directing a strategic planning com- 
mittee for the association. 

“Her ability to forge creative 
new solutions for problems and her 
demonstrated leadership in other 
organizations are among the rea- 
sons the nominating committee 
selected Gayle,” notes Lucia 
Sizemore 65, director of alumnae 
affairs. “She is also a good 
motivator.” 

For years Daniel has provided 
leadership for a host of volunteer 


organizations from the Junior 
League of Atlanta to Friends of 
Zoo Atlanta. Recently Daniel 
completed a two-year term as 
alumnae chair of Agnes Scott’s 
annual fund drive, helping elicit 
more than 40 percent participa- 
tion and exceeding actual dollar 
goals in each of those years. She is 
currently serving on the board of 
governors for Woodward Academy 
(two of her three sons attend the 
school); with her husband, Tom, 
she co-chairs the academy’s annual 
giving program. 

A consistent thread running 
throughout Daniel’s community 
involvement is a commitment to 
education. She assists with a third- 
grade classroom at P.L. Dunbar, a 
school in inner-city Atlanta, while 
she is completing a master’s degree 
in education.

“T tried to get them involved 
and to get them talking,” 
Cumming comments. “The class 
was informal and loosely pre- 
sented, but I did follow an outline. 
Sometimes I would get sidetracked 
and | sprinkled it [the class] with 
little stories I’d heard, that illus- 
trated points,” he laughs. 

“By taking the class I’ve felt 
more of a personal involvement 
with the civil rights movement,” 
says Mif Martin ’52, coordinator of 
“Spring Will Come.” “While it 
[the movement] was going on, | 
was raising four children. So, I 
didn’t have time to know and fully 
understand the people involved. ” 

For the past seven years the 
Atlanta chapter has hosted a num- 
ber of lecture series in various 
alumnae homes, covering a range 
of topics, from the royal families of 
England, to Southern writers, to 
life in the Soviet Union. But “60s 
in Dixie” was the first to draw a 
negative response. 

“T had a shock to my system. 
This was the first time a class was 
considered controversial. Usually 
we have 40 participants but this 
time we only had 27. There were 
alumnae who did not take the 
class because they were not com- 
fortable with the subject,” ac- 
knowledges Martin. “Some 
alumnae were conservative and 
not as passionate as I was about the 
movement,” adds Cumming. 

But for the journalist and those 
who chose to attend, the class was 
a learning experience. “It was good 
to make a vivid trip back to my 
past. It was painful in a way, but I 
realized how much J missed,” he 
observes. 

Although he was a reporter 
committed to being objective, 
Cumming says “that did not mean 
we did not feel the full emotional 
and spiritual meaning of what was 
going on around us. It was fun to 
regenerate this feeling.”

an ambitious careers sympo- 

sium that brought 100 alum- 
nae from 19 women’s colleges to- 
gether for networking and personal 
development workshops on cam- 
pus. “Progressions: A Careers Sym- 
posium for Alumnae of Women’s 
Colleges” grew out of a phone call 
to the Alumnae Office by a Mount 
Holyoke alumna who wanted to 
connect with other women’s col- 
lege graduates in Atlanta. Lelia 
Graham ’63, ASC’s career chair, 
the Mount Holyoke alumnae and 
a representative from Sweet Briar 
College got the ball rolling. 

Nearly 100 alumnae from 19 
women’s colleges (all of whom live 
in the Atlanta area) listened atten- 
tively as Susan Coltrane Lowance 
55, director of the Smith College 
Management Program, spoke on 
careers in the 90s. 

Following Lowance’s address, 
participants chose workshops from 
three “tracks.” Alumnae of the 
respective colleges shared advice 
on topics ranging from first jobs to 
starting your own business, that 
conveyed their experiences and 
encouraged others to grow. 

Our second “Progressions” in 
February on self-esteem brought a 
diverse group of 50 alumnae to a 
half-day seminar led by Lilla Kirk 
Peeples 66, an Atlanta psycholo- 


| gist. Workshops were led by Mar- 


garet Shirley ’81, personal 
counselor on the dean of students’ 
staff at Agnes Scott, and Linda 
Willson who has broad experience 
as a counselor working with 
women’s issues. Each person 
learned ways to enhance her own 
self-esteem as well as the self-es- 
teem of others around them. 

“Progressions” will be an ongo- 
ing program ¢ ffered cx operat ively 
by a steering committee of repre- 
sentatives from several women’s 
colleges. We plan another day- 
long seminar next fall. 

Although “Progressions” has 
been aimed at alumnae in Atlanta, 
this model of coc yperative effort 
could be used in any city with a 
sizable population of alumnae of 
women’s colleges. Such support for 
one another will become even 
more vital as our young alumnae 
move into the world of tomorrow. 
They deserve our interest, our sup 
port and any helping hand we can 
give them along the way so that 
we can all “keep on progressing!”

he second largest private transportation con- 
tractor in Georgia is Lynn Perkins Simpson "72, 
owner of LPS Bus Services, Inc., in Decatur. 

“My day starts at 4:15 a.m., and ends when the phone 
stops ringing at night,” says Simpson, who now owns 30 
school and shuttle buses (several are lift-equipped for the 
physically challenged) in three Atlanta-area locations. 

LPS grossed $1 million last year. Among the company’s 
clients are Emory University, Georgia Tech’s athletic de- 
partment, Veteran’s Administration Hospital, Egleston 
Children’s Hospital and recently, Agnes Scott College. 
Simpson accompanied ASC students on the initial Satur- 
day shuttle ride last fall. “About eight to nine students got 
on. I turned around. ‘All right,’ I said. ‘How many are go- 
ing to the Emory library to study—and how many are go- 
ing to Lenox Square to shop” Only one was going to the 
library.” This semester, six days a week LPS will connect 
Agnes Scott to several area campuses, to MARTA and to 
special events like the Atlanta Arts Festival.

aking one’s prime time acting debut 

among the idols of “yuppiedom”—the cast 

of the late great series, thirtysomething— 
could have forced any fledgling actress into a full 
blown anxiety attack. 

But when Cayce Calloway-Perry ’84 stepped 
onto the set last year for the taping of a final season 
episode in which she portrayed a seamstress for the 
character Ellen, Calloway-Perry’s professionalism 
prevailed. Anxious she was, and obsequious, but 
apparently that’s what her director wanted because 
he called and conveyed satisfaction to her after the 
performance. 

“It’s unusual for that to happen, so it made me 
feel really good,” said the young actress who ma- 
jored in theater at ASC, and acted and directed for 
The Blackfriars. “I really felt like an actress—I was 
surprised. Going into it, I didn’t really know 
whether I would be terrified by what I was doing.” 

Calloway-Perry considers her five-minute ap- 
pearance (which took four hours to tape) a critical 
break in her journey toward a feature film. Rela- 
tively early in her career she’s garnered what every 
up-and-coming actor wants: a coveted television 
experience line to add to her professional resume. 
Prior to that and since, Calloway-Perry has focused 
primarily on live theater. She chose that profes- 
sional concentration after concluding a year of 
study in directing at the Drama Studio London at 
Berkeley. A scholarship awarded during her senior 
year at ASC by the Southeastern Theatre Confer- 
ence led her to Berkeley but the year of study 
turned her back toward acting.

mark in an industry long-dominated by 

men—tailroading. As the manager of car 
service in the operations division of Norfolk South- 
ern Corporation/Atlanta, keeping up with 150,000 
freight cars daily across 14,800 miles of track, Harris 
has not only shouldered a sizeable load, she’s also 
made way for other women in the field. 

Harris’ leadership and innovation garnered for 
her a “Woman of the Year” designation by the 200- 
member American Council of Railroad Women. 

Harris’ work involves coordinating the direction 
of Norfolk freight cars after they are unloaded. Nor- 
folk Southern is one of the seven largest railroad 
companies in America, with tracks in 20 states plus 
Ontario. 

“It’s a really interesting operation and involves 
the challenge of getting the cars to the customers,” 
says Harris, who uses mathematical models and al- 
gorithms in her calculations. 

In fact, Harris’ nomination for the “Woman of 
the Year” award was based on her design of a freight 
car distribution computer system, which allows the 
computer to route up to 150,000 freight cars. 

“It’s a huge system which took several years in 
design and implementation,” says Harris. 

It’s not the typical job for a person with a back- 
ground in liberal arts, but Harris points to the com- 
munication skills she learned as an English 
literature major at ASC as a good background for 
business. 

“T feel strongly that the one thing that has al- 
lowed me to advance in this field is the ability to 
communicate verbally and in written language,” 
ea Harris. “I also gained [from ASC] an ability to 

earn.” 

A widow and mother of two girls, ages 6 and 3, 


[= ‘Debbie” Harris 75, is making her 


Harris laughingly credits her achievement to a 
streak of stubbornness and plain elbow grease. 

“T feel | am listened to based on my experience 
with the railroad,” says the veteran of 13 years ina 
male-dominated industry and a male-dominated 
department. Of the roughly 100 workers in the con- 
trol center office, only about 10 percent are women, 
and that change has come about in the past 15 
years. 

Harris started out as a customer account auditor 
in the accounting department in 1978, and was pro- 
moted a year later to the operations department as 
part of a minority recruitment effort. 

Historically, mostly men have held positions in 
railroad operations because the physical strength 
needed for much of the work was believed to be 
held exclusively by men. Advances in equal rights 
and electronics have changed that. 

“Now, the doors slowly have been opening to 
women,” says Harris. But women have more quickly 
gained positions in fields like human resources than 
in operations. Harris has begun a tradition in her 
own family; her sister, who is 12 years younger, has 
been offered a job with Union-Pacific Railway in 
Omaha, Nebraska. 

Paul Lefstead, director of car distribution for 
Norfolk, says, “She’s excellent at what she does and 
is well-respected throughout the company. She de- 
serves the recognition for the work she does.” 

Lefstead, Harris’s supervisor, described the com- 
puter system she designed as a complex program 
that uses models to route a car or block of cars to 
destinations via the most efficient routes. 

The computer system is important, Lefstead 
explains. “It’s a big system that is a key part of 
operations.”
